The Board of Supervisors of Pocahontas County, lowa, met for a regular meeting. Members present: Chairman, Brent
Aden; Supervisors, Louis Stauter, Jeff lves, Clarence Siepker, Kyle Smith; and Auditor, Kelly Jepsen. Others present:
Reporter, Erin Sommers.

Motion by Smith, seconded by Siepker, to approve the minutes dated June 6, 2023 as presented. Ayes all, motion carried.
The agenda was approved as posted, on motion by lves, seconded by Stauter. Ayes all, motion carried.

Willie Miller met with the Board to discuss his interview for the Equipment Operator position in Secondary Roads. Even
though the application states that if an individual needs special accommodations to notify the office in advance, Miller did
not request any accommaodations, as he anticipated the interview would be one on one, instead it was a group interview.
Miller felt like he was unable to put his best foot forward as it was hard to address more than one person at a time. He was
not upset with the County, just wanted to bring it to the Boards’ attention for future interviews. Some of the interview
committee members commented that they were pleased with Miller’s interview, just another applicant met the County’s
needs better. The Board thanks Miller for making them aware and will look into revising the job application. They also
encouraged Miller to apply for future openings with the County. Present for discussion: County Attorney, Dan Feistner;
County Engineer, Jack Moellering; Roads Superintendent, John Runneberg; HR Representative, Paul Greufe
(telephonically); and Interpreter, Lillie Janssen.

Motion by Siepker, seconded by Stauter, to approve Secondary Roads’ new hire, Tyler Sandvig, as an Equipment
Operator for Secondary Roads. Sandvig started June 12, 2023 at $23.04 per hour. Ayes all, motion carried.

Moellering advised that the State is holding up approving plans for projects he has submitted as they have nothing formal
showing who will be in place when Moellering leaves the County. The Board will address it right away, so projects can
continue. Moellering also advised that the work on C-56 will probably be complete on Thursday, June 15" and C-15 will
be done shortly as well.

Motion by Ives, seconded by Siepker, to approve the hire of lan Wellik, summer intern for Economic Development. Ayes
all, motion carried. Wellik started June 9, 2023, working 20-25 hours per week at $12/hour.

Motion by Smith, seconded by Stauter, to approve the Recorder’s Report of Fees Collected for the month of May. Ayes
all, motion carried.

Motion by Ives, seconded by Siepker, to set the remainder of the 2023 drainage levy and waivers by resolution. The
Chairman called the question with the following recorded votes: Ayes: Ives, Stauter, Aden, Siepker, Smith. Nays: none.
Whereby the Chairman declared the resolution duly adopted to-wit:

WHEREAS the Board of Supervisors of Pocahontas County, lowa, acting as Drainage Trustees, having
investigated the financial condition of Drainage Districts in Pocahontas County, and having found from said investigation
that the funds on hand and available are insufficient to meet the requirements of said Districts, and

WHEREAS in the judgment of said Board of Supervisors, an assessment of a percentage of the latest
classification schedule for said Districts is necessary to meet the requirements of said Districts, and to pay off outstanding
warrants with accrued interest, heretofore issued against said Districts.

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that an assessment of a percentage of the latest classification schedule for said
Districts heretofore levied in said Districts be, and the same is hereby levied against all lands, tracts, real estate, highways,
and railroads in said Districts, said levy to be set as of June 13, 2023 with the assessment to be due and payable by
September 30, 2023 without interest. Assessments not paid by October 1, 2023 will become delinquent and will accrue
interest for delinquency same as for ordinary taxes. Assessments in the amount less than $5.00 shall be computed as $5.00
as provided by law. Parcels over $500.00 are eligible for waivers on the Drainage Districts noted with waivers.
